Bocaure golf club secretaries arc in 
a tnique position as regards the feel- 
ings and viowr of golfers generally 
on matters: affecting the game, the 
opinion expressed by Mr. W, Grieve, 
the new captain of the Association 
of Golf Club Sceretarics, on the corre- 
Jated subjectn of the power of the 
ball, and the length of courses in not 
without value and interest. 

A shrewd ‘and hard-headed Scottish 
nolicitor, Mr. Grieve in secretary of 
the Duddingston Club, Edinburgh, 
which has a membership of about 700, 
Speaking in London at the annual 
dinner of the association, Mr. Grieve 
made it plain that he is the ohampion 
of the underdog—the handicap golfer, 
who fs the bulwark of the gamo, and 
the mainstay of every golf club 
throughout the world. Jt in the 
subscription, and his expenditure both 
inside and outside the clubhouse, 
which keep the game alive, and the 
courses in existence, J 

Any action that maken the gamo 
less enjoyable Is for him a xubversive 
step, As this has always been my 
view, I welcome Mr. Grieve’s out- 
rpoken statements, In hia opinion, 2 
ubsersive atep would be an alteration 


in the present size and weight of the]: 


ball, so na to reduce Sts power quall- 
ties both ns regards carry and 
length. 

AVERSE TO A CHANGE 

“Ninety-five per cent. of 
averae to n change in the ball,” says 
Mr. Grieve. “It is my belief," he 
adds, “that some members of the 
Royal and Ancient club are suffering 
from'a 76 complex and a 66 bogey. 
What on earth docs It matter whether 
a man goes round in 74 or 647" 
Actually it does not. matter two 
hoots. $ 

But, ax Mr. Grieve truly says, only 
a very small percentage of the mem- 
bers of srolf dubs are playing to the 
seratch score. of their courses, a fact 
which strongly suggests that the ball 
does nut sro too far. i 

Mr. Grieve makes the confident as- 
sertion thnt not 50 per cent. of gol- 
fers could break 100 over any of the 
championship courses, while Jess than 
20 per cent. could not break 80., Why. 
then, interfere with the ball? Onfy 
on rare occasions does the expert 
break 70; and, if he does, who cares? 
In relation to the mass of golfers he 
is only one in a thousand, and what 
he expends on the game is, by com- 
parison, negligible. 

Mr. Grieve presents some rather 
startling figures relating to the 
Royal and Ancient’s club competitions 
at St; Andrews. Some of the lending 
amateurs play in these events, and 
the average winning: score over ao 
series of years for the Royal Medal 
is not 76, while that for the Gold 
Medal is 77%. The average: score 
for- all-the-competitors ~js-- about -80, 
a figure that knocks the bottom out 
of the suggestion that the ball is ruin- 
ing the game. : 

THE BUSINESS MAN 

Mr. Grievo puts in a plea for the 
business man playing golf for amuxe- 
mont and recreation. “On his be- 
half,” he says, “we should make a 
bold stand agninst a reatriction of the 
ball and the lengthening of courses.” 
No man who has spent five days at 
the office is desirous of playing two 
or three rounds at the week-end, each 
round meaning a tramp, even if he 
happens to keep straight, which, of 
course, he does not, of .four miles, 
And yet there is a growing tendency 
to stretch courses to this Jength be- 
cause of the mistaken impression that 
the hall proes too far. 

Golfers, I imagine, will not only 
endorse 'the views expressed by Mr. 
Grieve, but will be thankful that there 
in in existence such an organisation 
as the Association of Golf Club Secre- 
taries to sponsor their wishes. Quite 
apart from the Secretaries Associa- 
tion there is the Royal and Ancient 
Club, the me ‘8 of which, I am 
sure, will take no step which is at all 


‘| likely to be unpopular with the great 


mass of golfers, At any rate, there

An American comment on. the 
agitation revived in this country for 
“a change in“ the” ball is “so ‘muck to 
the point that I propose to give it 
substantially.

“There is no need for alarm over this 
latest development, because there fy 
very little likelihood of an change 
being made, Comments from the 
scene of the test sound strangely like 
what was said in this country fifteen 
years ago—the present ball is too 
powerful; long hitting is ruining the 
game, and destroying all: sense of 

roportion; millions of dollars will 
have to -be spent in remodelling 
courses outdated by the lively ball. 
And to what end? Nothing more 
than adding ‘half a mile or so to the 
sum total-of walking required in 
playing 18 holes. 

“It -happens to be o fact that all 
of these claims are aubstantinily true,

Locarno Destroyed 


The Gorman Governnicnt’s note of

It was superfluous to re-enter in 
detailed discusston of the point, be- 
couso undoubtedly the tendency to 
involve Europe in a network of 
thilitary alliances was contrary to 
tho spirit and sense of an cxtablish- 
ment of a real community of nations. 

Tho danger was increasing that from 
thin general entanglement of military 
alliances a situation would arise 
similar to that to which was principal- 

* ly due tho outbreak of the world's 
most frightful nnd most senscless 
war, It was now within the power 
of a single Government to prevent 
such a dovclopment, originated by 
‘certain powers, But it was the duty 
of every Government within the 
limits of its own sovereign power to 
guard itself agninat those surprises 
which might aorine from such. {m- 
Penctrable Kuropean military and 
Cabinct policies. 


No Longer Bound 


The German Government, therefore, 
declared itself no Jonger bound by the 
Locarno Pact and had restored the 
sovercignty of the Reich ‘over the 
entire territory of the Reich. 

The German Goverhnient wns not 
‘in a position to submit the measure 
it had adopted for the security of the 
Reich, which involves only German 
territory and menaces nobody, to the 
appreciation of a body which, in the 
most favourable case, waa only able 
to judge the legal and not the political 
aapects of the measure, Thin wax all 
the truer, Inasmuch ns the League 
Councit had already arrived at 
decision prejudicing a legal judgment, 

The German Government was fur- 
ther convinced that such a_ verdict 
coukl mot positively contribute to 
a constructive wolation of the question 
of European security, but was rather 

* calculated to make such a solution 
moro diMcult, if not to prevent it 
entirely,. 

» Thorefore, on this point as well us
